It was stated also that British 
farmers would receive payment 
of the difference between the ac- 
tual market price, and the guar- 
anteed price, 

In Canadian values the British 
guarantee is; Wheat, $2.15 a 
bushel; oats, $1.08 a bushel; and 
barley, $1.69 a bushel.

U. S. CITIZENS 
IN BRITISH ARMY

CAMP MILLS, N.Y., April 9—Near- 
ly 2,600 United States citizens who 
enlisted early in the war in the British 
army were demobilized here today, 
after receiving their pay and trans- 
portation expenses to their homes. 
The men, who arrived Monday on the 
steamer Mauretania, had been 
brought here because of a disagree- 
ment as to their status between the 
immigration authorities and the Brit- 
ish military officials.

WORST STORM IN

TWO QUESTIONS SETTLED 


Germany Must Pay Five Billions 
Within Two Years, Rest to 
Be Assessed

PARIS, April 9.—The responeibll- 
ity of the German emperor for the 
war and the means for bringing him 
to trial by one of the Allied govern- 
ments, probably Belgium, have been 
definitely determined upon by the 
council of four. This follows the defi- 
nite decision on the terms of repara- 
tions for war damages, whereby §$65,- 
000,000,000 must be paid within the 
next two years, and an inter-allled 
commission assess the remaining 
damage for a period of thirty years, 
beginning May 1, 1921. 

Thus two of the great obstacles 
which stood in the path of the rapid 
attainment of peace have been remov- 
ed within the last 24 hours, and the 
period of extreme tension over the 


inaction and the failure to secure 
tangible results is succeeded by re- 
vived confidence over the great 


advance towards a permanent settle- 
ment. 
Tension. Not Removed 

While the tefsion has been greatly 
reduced, it is not entirely removed, as 
much depends on the continuation of 
progress with respect to the remain- 
ing obstacles, notably the Saare Val- 
ley, the Rhine. frontier, the Adriatic 
issue and a number of lesser issues, 
which are still short of final agree- 
ment. 

The xegreement on responsibilities 
for the war is understood to have been 
a compromise between divided reports 
presented by the commission, of 
which Secretary Lansing is chairman. 
There was a practical agreement on 
the general responsibility of the Ger- 
man emperor for bringing on the war, 
but division occurred as to whether 
it was feasible to bring him to jus- 
tice before an international tribunal. 

U.S. for Moral Indictment 

The British and French view fa- 
vored a tribunal, but the United States 
view, it is understood, favored moral 
indictment without resource to prose- 


|; cution, owing to the lack of inter- 
national law as a basis fot trial be- 
fore a court. 

Belgium, on which the war fell 


first and heaviest, is reported to have 
taken a view much similar to that of 
the United States, while Japan and 
Italy were partially in accord with 
the United States. 

It was owing to these divergent 
viewpoints that the council devised a 
new plan, whereby one of the Allied 
nations, probably Belgium, would 
start prosecution against the former 
emperor and others responsible for 
the breach of treaty, the {nvasion of 


territory and the destruction directed | 


against this country and leading to a 
general spread of the war. The ex- 
act nature of the agreement is not 
disclosed, but the foregoing is suffi- 
cient to cover the main lines, 

Commission to Assess Losses 

Germany is to pay the entire cost 
of an allied commission which will 
assess the losses on a just basie for 
thirty years, beginning May 1, 1921, 
with an initial payment of five billion 
dollars, The first payment is to be 
credited against Germany's obliga- 
tion to pay for the maintenaice of the 
Allied troops in the occupied regions, 
and the second is for the payment of 
food relief furnished Germany. 

The council of four reached an 
agreement this afternoon on the Saar 
Valley, The agreement leaves sover- 
eignty over the valley unchanged but 
accords to France free of duty suf- 
ficient coal for the Lorraine tron in- 
dustry and to replace the production 
of the mines destroyed in the Lens 
mining district, with the previlege to 
the Germans of restoring Lens mines 
and thus relieving the Saar Valley 
of that charge.

OF PEACE FROM 
LENINE DEBATED 


Bolshevism Is Vigorously De- 
nounced in British House by 
Horatio Bottomley 


London, April 9.—adjournment of 
the house of commons was moved to- 
day to call attention to an alleged 
offer from Nikolai Lenine through the 
United States delegates to the peace 
| qonference. Clem Edwards, Coalition 
| Fiberal, and other speakers, strongly 
| objected to any negotiations with the 
Bolshevik, . 

Horatio W. Bottomley, Liberal, in a 
vigorous denunciation of Bolshevism 
as nothing but German propaganda, 
said that if President Wilson was sym- 
pathetically considering a Lenine offer 
the sooner he returned to the United 
States and took the opinion of the 
United States people, the better it 
would be for the peace of the world. 

James Henry Thomas, Labor mem- 
ber, deprecatéd the discussion as likely 
to embarrass the Paris negotiations, 
and said that whatever else was in 
doubt, everyone hoped that nothing 
would arise to weaken British friend- 
ship for the United States, because no- 
body could’ pretend there was any 
other ally whose motives were so pure 
and clean, 

Edward Shortt, secretary of home 
affairs, replying on behalf of the gov- 
ernment, said he was sure there was 
no desire to avoid discussion with Rus- 
sia, but there was certainly today no 
government in Russia worthy of the 
name to discuss with. 

“When it comes to the mere gang 
of bloodthirsty ruffians who are ter- 
rorizing the population of Russia,” he 
declared, ‘we can have no truck with 
such men, We are entitled to tell the 
Rusian people we will have nothing to 
do with a government which is a dan- 
ger to civilization.’

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INSANITY PLEA 
FREES COLONEL 
FROM MURDER 


Who Killed Major Seton 
Declared Insane 


LONDON, April 9.—Lieut.-Col, Nor- 
}man C, Rutherford, of the Medical 
| Corps of the British army, today or- 
dered detained as insane by the judge 


Miles Charles Seton, of Melbourne, on 
| January 138th, 

The case was one of the most re- 
markable ever tried in England, as 
Col. Rutherford was said to have shot 
Major Seton; atso an officer in the 
Medical corps, under circumstances 
which led everyone to believe that the 
“unwritten law’ would be raised in 
his defence. A plea of insanity, how- 
ever, was entered in the trial today. 

Army medical officers testified that 
Col. Rutherford suffered from shell 
shock and insomnia and also had con- 
templated suicide because his arms 
were diseased as a result of the con- 
stant use of antiseptics. Dr, Hyslop, 
a mental expert, testified that Ruther- 
ford told him he had had a dream a 
month before the shooting in which 
he murdered Seton, and awoke from 
jit in a condition of terror. Rutherford 
sald he could not afterwards put the 
thought from his mind Dr. Hyslop 
testified that Rutherford told him he 
had no doubts of his wife, 

The judge said he agreed with the 
verdict and ordered Col. Rutherford 
detained,

Hon. Hugh Guthrie Tells House 


Others Have Received Sentences up to Thirty Years, Says Solicitor 
General — Statement Made When Discussion Arises Over

OTTAWA, April 9.—Hon. Hugh 
Guthrie stated in the commons today 
he had been informed that a 
number of Canadian deserters over- 
seas had been executed. Others had 
received sentences up to 30 years, Tie 


jsaid the punishments in England were 


more severe than in this country. 
Gen. Hughes said they had been tried 
by court-martial and shot both in 
England and at the front. 

Gen. Sam Hughes in the house this 
afternoon moved that “a uniform sys- 
tem of administering the law with uni- 
form penalties in relation to default- 
ers, deserters, slackers, evaders and 
others amenable,” was essential to 
the well-being and good government 
of the country.

Finance Committee of Council in|

The finance committee gave a little 
boost to salaries in the city commis- | 
sioners’ department when they made 
a start on the yearly estimates during 
Wednesday afternoon. The salary of 
the mayor was put up from $3,500 to

In the city olerk’s office, Assistant 
City Clerk A R.ussell was given an 
increase from $1,980 to $2,100. This 
was a matter which came hefore the | 
counct] at its last meeting, ‘vifen it) 
was considered that the assistant city | 
clerk was entitled to a raise. Other 
salaries in the department remained 


as before. The total for the depart- 
ment is $4,871, against $4,766 last 
year.

Some Amendments Suggested by 
the Agricultural Commission 
on Wednesday 


In the aricultural committee some 
heavy artillery went into action when 
the Hon. Duncan Marshall and the 
Hon. A. G. MacKay took up the ques- 
tions of restrictions in the grazing of 
sheep and hogs in unorganized as well | 
as organized districts, On these points 
some good material was brought to 
light by the minister of agriculture 
when he showed that the enforcement 
of the laws restraining e running of 
sheep and hogs would tend toward a 
better system of fencing on the farms 
and a consequent reduction in the 
damage done by barb wire to horses 


Under the new enactments the hog 
{s condemned to imprisonment for life. 
The nimble sheep may run at large, 
accompanied by a chaperon when pos- 
sible. But Hable always for any dam- 
age they may do to crops, regardless 
of what kind of fencing may be used 

A vital question, especially to the 
farmers In the south, was brought up 
and power given to municipalities to 
overcome the practice of promiscuous 
ranging of sheep and cattle. 

Heretofore it was shown it has been 
the custom of stockmen to drive big 
herds of cattle into certain districts 
ind clean up the grass on which the 
farmer is depending for his feed, 

In future a municapality will have 
the right to restrict the ranging of 
stock within their districts and may 
even limit the number of head that 
any land-owner shall range, the Imit 
as defined !s 100 horses or cattle, and 
£00 sheep to the quarter section of 
land which a man owns tn the muni- 
cipality. 

The game laws were touched upon
